The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
Liu et at. J. Mater. Res, article, cited by Applicant in the IDS filed December 12, 2003. 

Liu et al. discloses an amorphous magnesium-base alloy containing a bcc metal 
phase distributed throughout. The bcc phase is in the general form of particles that 
precipitate in situ as a molten composition is cooled and solidified. Thus, all aspects of 
the claimed invention are held to be fully met by Liu et al. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the Liu et al. article. 

The Liu reference, discussed supra, does not specify the volume percentage of 
second phase as set forth in the instant claims. However, Liu indicates that the amount 
of the bcc phase in the prior art increases with increasing Li content; see the left hand 
column of page 2389 of Liu and also the left hand column of page 2392 of Liu. It is thus 
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a reasonable assumption that one skilled in the art would have easily been able to 
arrive at a composition having the presently claimed volume percentage of second 
phase by increasing the Li content to an appropriate level. Thus, a prima facie case of 
obviousness is established between the disclosure of Liu et al. and the presently 
claimed invention. 

5. Various prior art was applied against the instant claims in the Office Action 
mailed September 8, 2005. The Terminal Disclaimer filed November 14, 2005 
overcomes any potential conflict between the instant claims and those of Applicant's 
prior patent. With regard to the Choi-Yim, Lin et al., and Dandliker references, the 
Declaration of Dr. Johnson (who is a co-inventor or coauthor of each of those 
references) filed November 14, 2005 provides evidence that amorphous materials 
including a second phase made by in situ crystallization from a molten alloy are clearly 
different in an unobvious manner from all materials disclosed in those references. 
Several of the instant claims remain rejected under the new grounds of rejection 
discussed supra. 

6. Claims 3-8 and 11-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not disclose 
or suggest two phase materials as presently claimed and including the features as 
recited in these claims.
